BASIS FOR RECOMMENDATION:
The ca. 1950 house was designed by Roy L. Thomas, built by Ernest Parker, and
was the home of prominent local physician William Gambrell.

Architecture:

Two-story rectangular-plan side-gabled brick-veneered Colonial Revival-styled
house with a symmetrical fagade, central doorway with a front-gabled portico on
single columns, a transom over the front door, and twin multi-light bay windows to
the sides of the main entry; second-story fenestration consists of metal-framed
casement windows.



Historical Associations:

The house was built in 1950 for Dr. William Gambrell and his wife, Patti. The
house was designed by noted local architect Roy L. Thomas, and built by equally
noted contractor Ernest Parker. Dr. William Gambrell was born in Waco but grew
up in Lockhart. He graduated from Southwest Texas State Teachers College in San
Marcos and began teaching school in Lockhart, later serving as superintendent of
the Lockhart school system. From 1916 to 1920, he was in Galveston, studying
medicine at the University of Texas Medical Branch. Upon graduation, he moved
first to New York, then returned to Belton, Texas, and moved to Austin in 1931,
establishing his practice specializing in gynecology, surgery, and obstetrics. Dr.
Gambrell was known and respected state-wide, and served as president of the Texas
Medical Association in the early 1950s, after engineering the move of the
organization from Fort Worth to Austin. He died suddenly in 1952; his wife Patti
continued to live in this house until 1957, when she sold it to radiologist Emmett
Doles and his wife, Clara Mae. Patti Gambrell died in Galveston in 1960. Emmett
Doles was a noted radiologist in town, operating the Austin X-Ray Laboratory. He
passed away in 1979; his widow sold the house 1n 1980 to real estate man John
Patton and his wife Cynthia. The Pattons sold the house in 1992 to Bill and Lynn
Fowler. Bill Fowler is the grandson of Marion “Pappy” Fowler, who had a legal
abstract business for many years, but whose true love was riverboating. Pappy
Fowler established the Commodore Riverboat Company, and also built Greenshores
and Ski Shores on Lake Austin in the 1960s. Bill remains in the oil and gas
business in Austin.

The Gambrell House

Dr. Wiiliam Gambrell and his wife, Patti, moved to Austin in 1831. The
Gambrells purchased the lot at 1410 Wathen Avenue in 1840, but waited
ten years before buiiding a home on the land. in 1950, the Gambrelis hired
Austin architect Roy L. Thomas to design their new home. They received a
building permit on January 11, 1950 to build a brick veneer two story
residence with garage and store room attached for $25,000.

Roy Thomas designed a number of important Austin buildings from the
1920s through the 1950s. He was a well estabiished and highly sought
after architect when he designed the Gambrell home. One of his first jobs
was serving as resident architect for the Austin Hotel on Congress Avenue
just south of the Capitol Builkding. One of the most memorable designs
produced by Thomas' office is the Herbert Bohn House at 1301 W, 20th
Street, a modernistic Art Deco stucco residence sited over Shoal Creek.
Other works include the Stephen F. Austin Hotel, Robert E. Lee Elementary
School, Tarrytown Methodist Church, and Ebenezer Baptist Church.

When World War Il began in 1839, Germany was well positioned to use
magnesium for alrcraft construction and other military applications. In
response, Amsrican companies stepped up their magnesium
manufacturing efforts. During the summer of 1941, the Austin Chamber of
Commerce and the Lower Colorado River Authority joined forces to acquire
a wartime industry for the Austin area. William Leach, who lived a few
houses up the block at 1402 Wathen, was hired to design and oversee the
building of the new Magnesium Plant. Roy Thomas was also hired to
supervise construction of the plant, which is now the J.J. Pickle Research
Campus of the University of Texas.

Prominent local contractor Ernest Parker, who designed and bullt many of
the houses in Pemberton Heights, was hired to build the Gambreli house.
Parker specialized in construction of period styles, especially the popular
Colonial Revival. Over the course of 60 years as a master craftsman, Mr.
Parker built several sorority houses on the U.T. campus, restored the
Walter Tips Mansion, the Radke House for Franklin Savings, and worked

on the remodel of the Governor’s Mansion in the 1960s. He has received
recognition from the Heritage Society of Austin and the Centennial Award
from the Austin Chapter of the American Institute of Architects.

One of the best known physiclans in the state of Texas during the sarly
1950s was Dr. Willlam M. Gambrell. William was bom in Waco In 1880, and
at the age of seven, moved with his family to Caldwell County. They first
iived on a farm near Prairie Lea, then moved to Lockhart where his father
was a judge.

Dr. Gambrell graduated from Lockhart public schools in 1909 and entered
Southwest Texas State Teachers College in San Marcos. He obtained a
first grade teacher’s certificate and taught school the next year to pay back
money borrowed for his education. He went on to teach science in
Lockhart High School and later served two years as superintendent of the
Lockhart public schools.

But Willlam Gambrelt never lost his desire to become a doctor. In 1916, he
resigned as Superintendent and entered the Medical Department of the
University of Texas at Galveston. He obtained his education there only by
working at night the first three years.

After graduating in 1920, Dr. Gambrell went to the Lying-in Hospital of New
York City. From there he and his wife moved to Belton and he began a
general practice. They moved to Austin in 1931, and his practice
eventually specialized in surgery, cbstetrics and gynecology.

Dr. Gambrell was president of Bell County Medical Society In 1826,
became a fellow of the American College of Surgeons in 1927, was elected
president of the Seventh District Medical Society soon after he moved to
Austin, became a member of the Texas Society of Obstetricians and
Gynecologists in 1934 and was presidernt of the Travis County Medical
Society in 1935.

William Gambrell was instrumental in securing the movement of the Texas
Medical Association headquarters from Ft. Worth to Austin in 1948, and in
1950-51, he served as president of the Texas Medical Association. At the

same time, his wife, Patti was president of the Women's Auxiliary of the

state organization. It was the first time in the history of the association and
auxiliary that a husband and wife led the two groups as presidents.

After his retirement from the presidency, Dr. Gambrell served on the Board
of Trustees of the TMA. He died a sudden and early death at the age of
61.

IN RETROSPECT

As I write this President's page—my last—I am prone to look
backward at the problems we have faced together during the past yeat.
Because of lack of space, however, I must forego enumerating those
problems and discussing how well or how unsuccessfally we have
faced and solved them.

The duties of the President in most instances are closely related
to the duties of other groups. This means that complete cooperation
berween the President and'the various official bodies of the state
organization is essential to the successful execution of our progtam.
I have had full cooperation at alt times, and for this I am sincerely
graeeful.

The headquarters scaff, atcorney, public relations advisers, and
the Board of Trustees, as a body and as individuals, have meant much
to me in dealing with some major problems. Likewise, the various
councils and committees have assisted patiently and geaciously st all
times. Throughout the state the interest and cooperative attitude of
individuals, county societies, and district societies has beenn keenly
manifested, and I deeply appreciate the opportunities I have had to go
before them to emphasize problems of mutual concern. I know the
districts will give o future Presidents the opportunity to bring medi-
cine’s major problems to the grass roots. Only thus can out defensive
and/or offensive efforts be kept on a base broad enough to be sound
and effective.

The past is gone. No one can change it. The fatute is pot within
our grasp. Qur destinies can be shaped now only by out unceasing
efforts in the present. The fine doctors of the past sre responsible for
bequeathing to us a sound medical heritage. Those who are gone can
do nothing to preserve this heritage; we must do that. Nor can they
use the present to add to or make secure the future. This is our obliga-
tion. We nor only can benefit from and preserve the glotious medical



achievements of the past but also can add to them greatly day by day
if we choose.

Today we as doctors probably sre acquitting ourselves well. But
we are citizens also. Today we will see that the patient gets all the
medical care he needs. Tomortow, however, may be too late for us
to preserve out citizenship and its coveted privileges, and too late for
doctor or layman to preserve the opportunity t do the best for the
patient.

Many of our problems are unfinished. They will never be finished.
Legislation, public relarions, education (particularly medical educa-
tion), prope: relationships of docior to doctor, propet relationships
berween local and state organizations and the American Medical Asso-
ciation, compulsory and voluntary health insurance, and socialized
medicine—all are major problems that will challenge the best in
doctors henceforth. We must recognize these problems and ptepare -
successfully to meet their challenge.

The future of doctors and the medical weifare of the people is not
datk unless the citizenship is willing for i to be. Both doctors and
laymen must unite in a common effort as never before to combat any
influence which threatens to destroy the present doctor-patient rela-
tionship. It is up to physicians to educate laymen 1o do their part in
this program. '

To ‘our President-Elect I extend cordial good wishes for a happy
and successful year as President. With other members of the Associa-
tion, I pledge my fullest support to him and all officers of the Associa-
tion to make the year especially successful. !

I wish to exptess my deepest appreciation to the Woman's Auxiliary
for its wondetful cooperation throughout the year. Irs service has been
of inestimable value to the medical profession.

Mrs. Gambrell wishes me to express to the doctozs of Texas her
deep eppreciation for their gracious assistance during her admiaistra-
tion as President of the Auxiliary.

Blography of Willfam Dudley (Bil) Fowier

Bill Fowler was bormn and raised in Austin and attended public schoois,
including Austin High, where he was 3rd generation. At U.T, where he
received his BBA and MBA, he was 4th generation. Bill's great grandfather
was in the first iaw class at U.T.

After working for Arthur Andersen in Houston, Bill founded a small ol
company in 1884, Chase Energy, and drilled weils around the Texas coast.
in 1890, he sold the assets and moved back t¢ Austin,  Bill has remained in
the oil business, and in 1999 co-founded Drillinginfo, an intemet software/
data company serving the oll and gas industry. He remains on their Board
and is pursuing other interests in the oil and gas space.

Around 1905, Bill's great grandfather was tapped by the Governor of Texas
to become the first judge of the newly created 53rd District Court. Judge
Robert Lee Penn moved his family to Austin, having purchased an old
Texas house at 3112 West Avenue and about 20 acres of surrounding
property. That house is now a designated historic landmark.

Judge Penn died at an early age, not much more than 50 years okd, and left
his wife with nine children. She refused to allow her family to be divided,
and insisted that she had & good mind and good land and with those two
assets, she would provide. Mrs. Penn studied architecture, design and
drafting to assist her in her plan to subdlvide her 20 acres into lots, and
then build and sell houses. The location was very close to the University
and the streetcar ran right up to the edge of her land. The subdivision was
called Penn Place, with 23 homes sold to university professors and
doctors. Among the residents were Dr. i.l. Nelson (Nelson Field), Dr.
Penick (Penick-Allison tennis courts), Dr. Ted Belmont (Belmont Hall in
Memorial Stadium), and Judge Robert Stayton, a former justice of the
Texas Supreme Court and long time U.T. professor of law. Mrs. Penn was
able 10 raise and provide for her nine children and send them all to the
University of Texas, with the exception of one who went to Stanford.

in 1949, Bitl's grandparents on his father’s side bought land on Lake Austin
adjacent to City Park and established three businesses: The Riverboat
Commodore, the Gresnshores vacation houses, and Ski Shores restaurant

and marina. In addition, he developed essentially all of the land from City
Park north for about six miles. He was founder of the Austin Yacht Club,
and served as County Clerk for Travis County.

Bill's mother was a direct descendent of Thomas William Ward, who fought
in the Republic of Texas army. Born in 1807 in Ireland, he came to Texas
during the breaking out of hostitities in 1835, as part of the New Orleans’
Greys. He participated in the taking of San Antonio under Ben Milam,
where he lost his leg to a cannon ball. Reaching the rank of Colonel,
Thomas was commissioner of the General Land Office under the Republic
of Texas for four years. He lost his right arm whiie firing a salute to the
Republic of Texas in 1841, but continued to serve. Thomas died in Austin
in 1872 and is buried at the State Cemetery.



Bom in Ft. Jackson, South Carolina, Lynn graduated with honors from
Clemson University with a major in accounting. Both of her parents also
graduated from Clemson. Lynn moved to Houston and began working for a
large accounting firm while becoming a CPA. Lynn and Bill met in 1980
and married in 1982. Their children, Wiil and Laura, were born in 1984 and
1987. The Fowlers moved from Houston to Austin in 1992, and purchased
their home at 1410 Wathen. Since 1998, Lynn has served and continues to
serve as the Executive Director of the Cain Foundation.

Lynn is a direct descendent of Edward Jefferies who emigrated from
London, England during or about 1716. Lynn’s direct ancestors have
served for our country in the Colonial Indian Wars, the War of the
Revolution, the War of 1812, the War Between the States, World War |,
World War Il, and the Vietham War.
